I poned Thursday, owing to th? interven- 
J tion of Mr. Stewart, the Nevada popu­ 
list, who insisted upon making a speech 
in favor of the Elkins resolution, as 
amended by the Butler amendment, to 
prohibit the further sale of bonds ex­ 
cept by the express consent of congress. 
The free-coinage substitute was called 
up at the conclusion of Mr. Stewart’s 
speech, and now has the right of way, 
so that the vote upon it can be post­ 
poned no longer. Mr. Stewart’s speech 
predicted the failure of the popular 
loan proposition of the administration, 
intimated that the loan had already 
been underwritten by the gold syndi­ 
cate, reiterated the senator’s well­ 
known silver views, and concluded with 
an appeal for the financial as well as 
the political independence of the United 
States. 
Mr. Jones (dem., Ark.) then called up 
the senate free-coinage substitute for 
the house bond bill, but, owing to the

While he does 
not say that he will himself offer such 
an amendment, it goes without saying 
that the opponents of the tariff bill, on 
the Democratic side of the chamber, 
will be glad to embarrass it with the 
addition of a free coinage amendment. 
It is believed by those who have made 
a thorough canvass of the senate that 
the free silver amendment to the bond 
bill could be defeated. 
It is found 
that quite a number of men having a 
friendship for silver are sufficiently 
anxious to see the bond bill pass to 
omit to vote for a free silver amend­ 
ment. 
Should the amendment to the bond 
bill be defeated, however, it is practi­ 
cally certain that it would be offered 
as an amendment to the tariff bill, and 
would be very likely to be adopted. 
It is presumed that every Democrat, or 
■early all, at least, of the Democrats 
would vote for a free silver amendment 
to the tariff act simply to embarrass 
and defeat that bill. This would be es­ 
pecially probable in case the free coin­ 
age amendment to the bond bill should 
tall. 
Senator Jones’ attitude in regard to 
sugar caused the finance committee of 
the senate to delay action on the tariff 
bill, and it seems not improbable that 
St will have to be reported adversely 
unless the Republicans yield to the 
Pacific coast demands for the increased 
rates on sugar. 
The sugar people are here from all 
parts of the country, East and West 
and the Mississippi valley, all pressing 
for the increase. With Senator Jones 
of Nevada and his colleague, Senator 
Stewart, voting against the tariff bill, 
on account of the sugar duty, support­ 
ed by other votes from the Pacific coast 
and by Baker of Kansas, it is extremely 
uncertain whether the bill could pass 
the senate. If, as has been proposed, a 
free silver amendment is offered by the 
Democrats for the purpose of embar­ 
rassing and finally defeating the bill, 
they may be successful. 
Of course, it is not expected that eith­ 
er the bond bill or the tariff bill would 
be accepted by the house, with the free 
coinage amendments.

IN THE SENATE. 


Resolution Regarding Venezuela Offered 
by Senator Baker. 
Washington, Jan. IO.—In the senate 
yesterday Senator Baker offered the 
following resolution, enunciating an ex­ 
pansion of the Monroe doctrine: “Re- 
solved, That the United States will re­ 
gard it as an unfriendly act for any 
foreign power, without our consent, by 
war, treaty, purchase or otherwise, to 
extend its territorial limits in the west­ 
ern hemisphere, on either of the Ameri­ 
can continents, or to or over any of the 
islands adjacent thereto, which this 
country deems necessary for its self- 
preservation. 
And the United States 
reserves the right to be the sole judge 
of the necessity for the maintenance of 
their national entities.” Senator Bak­ 
er made a brief speech in advocacy of 
the resolution. 
Senator Call took occasion, before the 
resolution was referred to the foreign 
relations committee, to call attention 
to the war which the Cubans were so 
gallantly and successfully waging for 
independence and expressed the hope 
that the committee on foreign 
rela­ 
tions would report a resolution for the 
recognition of the Cuban belligerents. 


AGAINST 6RITIAN 


NEW AND POWERFUL TRIPLE 
ORGANIZATION. 


Three Hundred* Lives are Said to be 
Lost—Thousands 
of Horses and 
Many Cattle 
Destroyed—Fearful 
Havoc Wrought in 
a Prosperous 
District, the Province of Azerbijan. 


Teheran, Persia, Jan. IO.—Two earth­ 
quakes have occurred in the district of 
Khalkhal, the first on the night of Jan. 
2. Upon that occasion the large village 
of Janjabad was destroyed, several oth­ 
ers were partially destroyed and 300 
persons were killed. 
The second earthquake occurred dur­ 
ing the morning of Jan. 5 and was very 
severe. It was felt over an area of IOO 
miles. The town of Goi was destroyed 
and 1,000 houses were demolished. In 
addition great damage was done to 
many villages. 
The loss of life was 
very great. 
There were 800 persons 
killed in Goi alone and large numbers 
of cattle and sheep perished also. 
In September, 1881, Goi was visited 
by a series of violent earthquakes, the 
seismic waves running northwest and 
southeast in the direction of the main 
mountain ranges. 
The 
population 
numbered about 30,000, including Ar­ 
menians, who occupied a separate quar­ 
ter of the city. 
The province of Azerbijan is one of 
the most fertile in Persia and travelers 
give enthusiastic descriptions of Us 
orchards and gardens and the delicious 
fruits which they yield. The popula­ 
tion is of a very varied character, com­ 
prising Kurds, Armenians, Assyrians, 
Tartars, Persians 
proper and other 
tribes, and is roughly estimated at 2,- 
000,000. The Persian army is largely 
composed of natives of Azerbijan and 
the province is under the government 
of the heir apparent to the Persian 
throne.

Great Britain 
Thinks They Were 
spired by Emperor William. 
London, Jan. IO.—The dispatch from 
Berlin to the Times saying that it is 
explained that Germany only desired to 
protect German residents and its con­ 
sulate at Pretoria by dispatching an 
armed force from Delagoa Bay and 
that no arrangement on the subject 
had previously been made with Portu­ 
gal has tended to produce a better feel­ 
ing. 
But this slight change for the better 
has been counteracted by the receipt of 
a special dispatch from Pretoria, cap­ 
ital of the Transvaal, saying that the 
Boers demanded the surrender of all 
British rights and suserainty over the 
Transvaal and the pre-emption of De­ 
lagoa Bay and the canceling of the 
charter of the British South Africa 
company. It is further stated that the 
Boers have arrested, on the charge of 
treason, eight leaders of the present 
movement among the Uitlandera of Jo­ 
hannesburg. 
These demands, if the dispatch is 
based on fact, coupled with the pre­ 
viously reported demands of the Boers 
for the expulsion from Africa of Mr. 
Cecil Rhodes, ex-premier of Cape Col­ 
ony, and Dr. Jameson, who led the 
freebooters into the Transvaal, and the 
imposition of a very heavy fine upon 
the British Chartered Company, or the 
demand of an indemnity of $2,500,000 
from Great Britain, or both, are not 
likely to be granted by the British gov­ 
ernment without a severe struggle. 
The opposition to the demands of the 
Boers, however, will mainly rest on the 
fact that it is generally admitted that 
they are instigated, on the whole, by 
Emperor William and that they form 
part of a studied opposition upon his 
majesty’s part to the colonial policy of 
Great Britain in Africa. 
The secretary of state for the colonies, 
Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, has sent the 
following dispatch to President Kruger: 
I have received the queen's command 
to acquaint you that her majesty has 
heard with satisfaction that you have 
decided to hand over the prisoners to 
her government. This fact will redound 
to your credit and conduce to the peace 
of South Africa and the harmonious co­ 
operation of the British and Dutch 
races, which is necessary for its future 
development and prosperity.” 
It is admitted in some quarters, how­ 
ever, that on tho face of things the 
South African republic would be justi­ 
fied in demanding an indemnity from 
Great Britain for the invasion of the 
Boer territory, and there is a general 
sentiment in favor of dealing severely 
with the British Chartered company, 
especially as it is claimed in Pretoria 
that the Transvaal 
authorities have 
documentary evidence showing that the 
raid and uprising in Johannesburg 
were portions of a plot, official or unof­ 
ficial, to annex the Transvaal to Brit­ 
ish South Africa. Blit, it Is held here, 
there is no justification for demanding 
the expulsion 
of 
Mr Rhodes 
from 
South Africa or for the surrender of 
British rights and suzerainty over the 
Transvaal, or for the cancellation of the 
agreement made in 1891, between Por­ 
tugal and Great Britain, by which the 
latter country has the first right of 
purchasing Delagoa Bay, should Portu­ 
gal desire to part with IL 
The Berlin and Vienna newspapers 
regard the warlike preparations of 
Great Britain as being of little import­ 
ance, however, and as being more in the 
nature of a political move than a mili­ 
tary undertaking, so far as Germany is 
concerned; bat the same periodicals 
take a serious view of the proposed 
strengthening of the British forces in 
South Africa, which step is regarded as 
having in view a possible aggressive 
action toward the South African re­ 
public. 
At the same time, it should be added, 
the chances of war between Great Brit­ 
ain and Germany are looked upon as 
being remote, and there is a decided 
tone of backdown in the utterances of 
the German press toward Great Britain. 
In the meantime there is little or no 
abatement in the anti-German feeling 
here.

Pretoria, Jan. IO.—The government ie 
showing discontent at the reluctance 
displayed by the Rand men to disarm. 
It is estimated that 3,000 of the lattei 
have been armed, and only 2,000 have 
yielded up their weapons. The armed 
Boers in the field also are impatient. 
The position at Johannesburg is crit­ 
ical, and the Boer leaders have the ut­ 
most difficulty in restraining their men. 
A proclamation has been issued call­ 
ing upon all the Rand men to disarm 
before 6 o’clock on Friday evening, on 
pain of prosecution. Those complying 
will be pardoned, except the leaders of 
the revolt. There is a feeling here that 
the Rhodes charter will be canceled to 
prevent further disorders. 
Johannesburg. Jan. IO. — Sympathy 
with Dr. Jameson makes the Uitlanders 
reluctant to disarm, but as it is esti­ 
mated that there are 20,000 armed Boers 
around this town there is no fear of 
further rebellion. The shops are re­ 
opening, and business is resuming its 
normal course.

NO SYNDICATE DEAL. 


a Letter 
Senator Callery Makes Public 
from President Cleveland. 
Washington. Jan. IO.—Senator Caf- 
fery of Louisiana made a letter public 
last night written to him by President 
Cleveland the night before the bond 
issue was made. The letter was called 
out by the fact that Senator Cattery 
defended the administration in the acri­ 
monious debate on the Elkins resolu­ 
tion which took place Friday afternoon. 
It was charged by a New York paper 
that the president had entered into an 
arrangement with the Morgan syndi­ 
cate to let it take the entire issue of 
bonds at 105. In his letter Mr. Cleve­ 
land takes up these charges and dis­ 
poses of them singly. He admits that 
the executive had taken steps to in- 
'orm itself of the best method of selling 
bonds, but he indignantly denied that 
any arrangement whatever had been 
entered into with the Morgan or any 
other syndicate. 
He says that since the time when it 
first became apparent that another issue 
of bonds% would be necessary it had 
been the intention of the administra­ 
tion to make a popular loan and ask 
the people themselves to bid for the 
bends. 
Mr. Cleveland specifically de­ 
nies that he was visited by any repre­ 
sentative of the syndicate and goes at 
some length into the reasons which 
governed the administration in mak­ 
ing the last bond announcement.

I was successively first corporal, 
first sergeant and during the year with 
Grant first captain of the cadet corps | 
Years afterward President Grant used 
to say lo me: ‘General, during my cadet 
days I didn’t know which was the great­ 
est man—Napoleon, Wellington, or old 
Van Vleet.’ ” The general leaned back 
In his chair and laughed heartily at 
the recollection. 
“At the end of the Seminole war I 
was stationed at Savannah, but when 
the Mexican war began my company 
was ordered to Monterey, where Gen. 
Taylor was in command. I was in com­ 
pany B, Third artillery, Captain Vin­ 
ton commanding.

make her a valuable addition to the al­ 
ready large fleet of White Star freight­ 
ers. She was built by Garland & Wolff 
of Belfast. 
A valuable part of her 
cargo is the blooded hackney stallion 
Alan, belonging 
to Richard Croker, 
says 
New York 
Tribune. 
The 
Georgic is 538 feet in length, 60- 
foot beam, and is 40 feet in depth. 
When fully loaded the vessel will have 
a draught of 2S% feet. Her tonnage is 
10,077 gross and 6,470 net. 
The ves­ 
sel’s displacement is estimated at 20,116 
tons, 
with 
a dead-weight carrying 
capacity of 12,300 tons. 
She is con­ 
structed with a cellular double bottom 
extending fore and aft, capable of con­ 
taining 1,900 tons of water ballast, be­ 
sides two deep tanks to hold 2,995 tons 
of water. The propelling power is of 
the twin-screw type, with a double set 
of triple expansion surface condensing 
engines, working up 
to 200 pounds 
steam pressure. 
The indicated horse­ 
power is 4,500, and the vessel is capa­ 
ble of making from 13 to 13% knots an 
hour. Four boilers generate the steam; 
two are double and two are single 
ended, besides twenty-two furnaces.
